Less than a half hour after the 
five men had been lodged in the coun­ 
ty jail Spencer telephoned again and 
said that the officers had left one 
negro behind. 
This man. he said, 
lay beside the highway, badly w ound­ 
ed. 
City Marshal Sam Jernigan 
and Traffic Officer Stewart went back 
to the point where the five had been 
arrested and found Fultz, the w ound­ 
ed man. 
Taken to Physician 
He was taken to the office of a lo­ 
cal physician, where several stitches 
were taken to close a wound in his 
head, which he claimed was caused 
by a blow from a hammer. 
Fultz 
declared that Charles Brown, one of 
the men arrested, held him up a t the 
point of a gun and tried to rob him 
of $100 which he had in his posses­ 
sion. 
Fultz told the officers that he had 
the monev concealed in his shoes and 
that when Brown could not find it 
he beat him with the ham m er and 
left him for dead. 
T he officers ar® 
positive that Fultz accused Brown 
of wielding the ham m er and th at he 
mentioned the names of the other 
men in the party.

His body, now at the Holton & Son 
funeral parlors, Is to be crem ated 
here today.

“By the arbitrary and dictatorial 
wav in which they decided m en m ust 
not have the right to bargain collec­ 
tively, they have proved to w orking 
m en that their only way of salvaion 
lies with the trade union movem ent," 
Woll said. 
W oll pointed to the increase of the 
A m erican Federation of Labor, as 
shown in the executive council s re ­ 
port, as evidence of the claim that 
the attitude of the em ployers was 
driving the men into the ranks of 
unionism.

SYSTEM IS 
EFFECTIVE 


WASHINGTON, 
June 13.— Over 
cne-fourth of the babies born in New 
Zealand, the children of well-to-do 
en well as of poor parents, are reach- 
1 by the infant welfare measures 
force in that country. How effec- 
e these measures have been 
in 
avine the lives of babies is shown 
ir. a striking manner in a summary 
of a forthcoming report, “Infant Mor­ 
tality and Preventive Work in New 
Zealand,” just 
made 
available by 
the 
U. S. 
Department 
of 
Labor 
through the Children’s bureau. 
Low Mortality Rate 
In a period of 45 years, according 
to this report, the infant mortality 
rate in New Zealand has been more 
than cut in half until now it is the 
lowest rate of any country in the 
world. During the last ten years the 
rate of 
decrease has 
been almost 
double what it was for the preced­ 
ing decade. 
Within fifteen years the mortality 
fiom gastric and intestinal diseases, 
the most deadly of all diseases to 
babies, has been reduced four-fifths. 
The rate of decrease in respiratory 
diseases 
during 
the past 
fifteen 
years has been over three times the 
rate of decrease during the preced­ 
ing twenty. There has been a slight 
decrease during the past few years 
e^en in deaths 
from 
diseases 
of 
early infancy. 
Baby Health Centers 
While a mild climate, and favora­ 
ble housing and economic conditions 
the report points out. may explain 
toe low rate in New Zealand, these 
foetors alone can not explain 
the 
decrease which has taken place. 
Beginning in 1901 and covering 
tho period in which there was the 
greatest decline, the government has 
given special attention to the prob­ 
lem of providing suitable maternity 
and infant care. 
Among important public measures 
described in the report are regula­ 
tions for the training and practice 
of nurses and midwives, the estab­ 
lishment of state maternity hospit­ 
als, and more careful supervision of 
homes in which children are boarded 
oui. The government also subsidizes 
the work of the Royal New Zealand 
society for the health of women and 
children. 
One of the most Important activi­ 
ties of this society is an extensive 
system of baby health centers 
at 
which specially trained nurses give 
free 
advice 
and 
instruction 
to 
mothers.

The banker, taking the 
application under consideration, call­ 
ed in some of his associates for ad­ 
vice. 
“WTio is this man Davis?” he ask­ 
ed. 
“WThy, he is the general organizer 
of the Moose and every one of its 
600,000 members pays him $2 a year,” 
one of the bankers replied. 
He got the loan alf right, and that 
is how the story originated that he 
was a millionaire. 
Home For Children 
“It is true that every member of 
the order pays $2 a year,” said Sec­ 
retary Davis, “but that $2 goes to 
make a home for children and the 
maintenance of a school to educate 
them.” 
It is one of his creeds that every 
child is entitled to at least a high 
school education and a trade.” 
In 
Mooseheart, 
Ind., 
the 
order 
now 
maintains a school where orphan 
children numbering 1200 are being 
educated and trained to make use­ 
ful citizens. 
This school is one of 
the hobbies of the labor secretary 
and he 
is always planning 
to in­ 
crease its scope and effectivebess. 
“Jim ” Davis, as the new secretary 
of labor is affectionately called, is a 
"jiner.” 
He is a member of eight­ 
een fraternal and other organiza­ 
tions, but the Loyal Order of Moose 
claims most of his attention. 
He 
joined that order in 1906, becoming 
its two hundred forty-seventh mem­ 
ber. 
Since 1907 he has been its di­ 
rector-general and under his admin­ 
istration it now numbers over 600,- 
OOO members. 
The labor secretary was born in 
Tredegar, 
Whales, 
on October 27, 
1873, and was brought to this coun­ 
try by his parents in 1881. 
Whoa 
but eleven years of age he started 
out to work and found hard employ­ 
ment in the steel mills at Sharon, 
Pa. 
In 1892 he went to Pittsburg 
and worked in the steel mills there 
as a puddler. 
Later he went to Ell­ 
wood, Ind., and became county clerk. 
He still holds a union card in the 
Amalgamated Iron and Steel Work­ 
ers’ International union.

WASHINGTON, June 8.—T here is 
a close and im portant relation be­ 
tw een the production of sugar beets 
and the raising of live stock, espec­ 
ially cattle and sheep, according to 
F arm ers’ Bulletin 567, recently re 
vised and republished by the United 
S tates D epartm ent of 
A griculture, 
on sugar beet growing under irri­ 
gation. Not only will the live stock, 
if properly handled, produce an im­ 
p ortant p art of the farm income, but 
they are very essential to soil im­ 
provem ent. 
Thrive On Beet Tops 
The keeping of live stock enables 
the beet grower to m ake the best 
possible use of the beet tops, which, 
in connection with roughage, easily 
produced, keeps the live stock in 
good condition 
and 
enables 
the 
farm er to return the m ineral 
ele­ 
m ent in the tops to the soil and 
increase th e supply of humus which 
is of especial im portance in irrig at­ 
ed sections. Sheep as well as cattle 
thrive on beet tops, but it is wise 
to feed them sparingly at, first. 
In som e localities stock is pas­ 
tured 
on 
the 
tops after 
the beet 
roots have been removed. This saves 
tim e 
and 
labor, but it 
is 
rather 
w asteful of the tops and frequently 
injures 
th e ground. 
It is usually 
m ore satisfactory to gather and haul 
the tops to the feed yard and feed 
them from a rack, or they may be 
used ag silage either in a silo or in 
a trench four or five feet deep and 
long and wide enough to hold the 
tops and the roughage necessary to 
m ake the silage. 
A layer of straw 
about six inches deep should be put 
in the bottom of the silo. 
The beet 
tops and straw or other roughage 
should then be added in alternate 
lovers, and firmly packed to prevent 
spoiling. 
By-Products Im portant 
The by-products of the beet field 
and sugar mill that are of especial 
im portance to the farm er are the 
beet tops, pulp, m olasses, and the 
w aste lim e. 
Many farm ers sell the 


top*- for cash, prices ranging from I 
$2.50 to $5 per acre. 
This is us- j 
ually not the best practice. 
The 
to p s are of g reater value as a s to c k j 
feed and contain elem ents which 
should be kept on the farm . 
Beet pulp is likew ise an excellent 
stock feed and m ay be used either 
fresh as it comes from the mill or 
dried. 
Beet m olasses is the residue 
after the crystallizable sugar has 
been removed from the concentrated 
beet juice., 
It may be fed by itself 
or mixed with chopped roughage by 
spreading it over beet pulp, alfalfa, 
etc., or drying it w ith beet pulp. 
W aste lim e is a by-product nf the 
sugar mill, which, under certain con­ 
ditions is of considerable value to 
the farm er in correcting the acid 
condition of the soil and in m aking 
tile heavy soils more friable. 
Area Extensive. 
Sugar beets are grown in seven­ 
teen states, in ten 
of 
which the 
growers depend, in whole or in part, 
upon irrigation. 
The successful pro: 
duction of sugar beets under irrig a­ 
tion depends not only upon an ade­ 
quate supply of irrigating w ater, but 
upon a suitable system of crop ro ta­ 
tion, a thorough preparation of the 
geed bed, careful planting and thin­ 
ning, tim ely and thorough cultiva­ 
tion in addition to a supply of live 
stock which will balance w ith crop 
production. 
In addition a suitable irrigating 
system 
of 
drainage; furtherm ore, 
the soil should be well supplied w ith 
hum us.
